And, cholera or no cholera, tliqro aro no 
end of germs in tlio ordinary T^valcr of 
Boston and tho towns about. It is real- 
ly extraordinary how our people havo 
kept up so long tho practice of drinking 
wiiter-without filtering or boiling it, 
and still moro extraordinary, no doubt, 
that wo should cool oar water by put- 
ting ice into it, when it can bo cooled 
just as effectively by putting a largo 
bottlo of it corked into a refrigerator or 
otherwise into contact with ice. 


A good way ont o£ tbo difficulty, if 


one thinks he does not liko boiled water, 
is to drink no water at all. 
There aro 


plenty of other things to drink. From 
all accounts, cholera can bo taken only 
through tlio stomach, und there is noth- 
ing BO discouraging to a microbe of any 
sort aa ft temperature of £12 degrees,—
